What causes till* difference in the 
prices of the two cities? 

Our tariff. 

No one will dispute that with the 
tariff removed Ihu same goods could 
he purchased as cheaply in Xew York 
as in London, at least as chcnpli 
plus the freight rates between the 
two cities. 

The man who pays, therefore, |1 '.q 
for clothe* in Xew York really buys 
|01 WOfth of clothes, on which lie 
pays >T',i taxes. 
And w here do Lhasa tuxes go? 
If the good* are manufactured lu 
till* country not one cent reaches the 
treasury. It i- simply *7'J taken by 
law from ihu man w ho buys -«i | 
worth of dollies, and given to the 
man w ho grows wool and the mull 
who makes cloth. 

If 4lic good* are manufactured 
abroad )VJ goes to a treasury which 
Hoe* not lte«*J il, and which can 
ruiso all Ihu revenue it requires Oil 
whi-ky, tobacco and articles of lux- 
ury. 

In either rase the purchaser Of the 
clothes gels absolutely nothing for 
the ♦"!) of the if 1 lii wind, he spends. 

If on buying Hie clothes he had to 
pay $01 to Hie clothier, and |79 di- 
rect I f to a lax collector, how long 
would he stand such extortion? 

In result I here is not a panicle of 
difference between that system and 
tlie present tariff system, according 
to which he is thus unnecessarily 
and exorbitantly taxed, not only Oil 
his clothing but on nearly every oth- 
er ncccNsity of life. 

Ilow long will the people of a coun- 
try which claims to be free submit to 
this legalized robbery, which tiiosc 
who uphold it, are pleased to call a 
"protective" tariff?

The North pole, as seen by a Balti- 
more clairvoyant: "The pole is situ- 
ated on an island, having a gradual rise 
from the water's edge to about the mid- 
dle of it. On Borne parts of it appear 
only bare rocks ; on other ports it has 
on abundant vegetation. About half of 
it, the oast aide, is ooverod with fruitr 
trees. In some parts they grow in dense 
thicket* ; in some they grow not so close 
together, and have gross thickly inter- 
spersed among them. The fruit con- 
sist* of oranges, lemons, bananas, cocoa- 
nuts and other tropical fruits. This 
part of tho pole is inhabited by beetles, 
white and black onto, grasshoppers, and 
many other kinds of insect*, all unusu- 
ally largo ; also by many different species 
of the monkey tribe. On the west side 
of the island the vegetation is not so 
dense. It ha* mony tropical fruits, but 
the tree* aro small. Among tho natural 
prodnot* are the gooseberry, blackberry, 
grape, currant, rasplierry, and man- 
drake. But it diXus from the east side 
in having monkeys, and in having vnst 
numbers of birdB of every size and plu- 
mage. Among them oro tho ostrich, 
swan, goose, duck, quail, robin and 
humming bird. On both sides are many 
small streams."

The now steam engine recently 
purchased by the eity council for the 
llro department, was received last 
week and thoroughly tested Satur- 
day afternoon.

In response to Supt Walling's criti- 
cism, allow we to state • few facta con- 
cern mg explosives, which I shall be 
happy to demonstrate to him, if he will 
honor mo with his presenoe, at the Ol- 
lege of the Oity of New York, or at 
Rellevue Medical College. If gunpow- 
der is placed in a basket made of coiled 
platinum wire, and is then inserted in a 
(■lass jar arranged so that it can be ex- 
hausted of air by an air-pump, on apply- 
ing a current of electricity to the ooil, 
so as to render the wire red hot, tha 
gunpowder will neither explode nor burn 
with a flash. It will apparently boil, 
with a purple light, and will require, 
from live to twenty seconds tor its com- 
plete combustion, depending on th« 
quantity of powder and the amount ol 
air removed. 

All know that gunpowder has its owl 
supply of oxygen- it does not require 
any from the air ; for we shut out the ail 
when wo load a pistol, a rifle or a cannon. 
The nitrate of potash furnishes the oxy- 
, Ren for the carbon and sulphur of tha 
powder. The cause of the tardy oom- 
of the gunpowder in the ex- 
is the 



But wrap the powder in paper, and we 
have the firecracker ; inclose the powder 
.in an iron sphere, and we have tha 
bqmb-shelL As the powder burns un- 
der increased pressure produced by its 
own gases, it explodes with increased 
force. An ounce or even a pound of 
powdor, when burnt in the open air, 
produces no explosive sound— merely a 
puff. 

The fulminates of silver or mercury 
which are used in percussion caps will 
also burn slowly when placed in the 
platinum ooil referred to and heated red 
hot after the air has been exhausted 
from the glass jar. Yet in the open air, 
when fired, they will explode with a 
sharp sound. 
. If a look of gun-cotton (of the moat 
explosive kind), say a foot in length, be 
suspended in a glass jar with said plat- 
inum coil, and, after removing the pressure 
of the air by a pump, if the ooil is mada 
red hot by an electrio current, the gun- 
cotton will not explode, nor will a flame 
or spark of fire be seen ; the gun-cotton 
will gradually disappear. 

Even under the pressure of the air, 
or, in other words, in the open air, 
small quantities of gun-cotton of the 
most explosive variety when lighted do 
not explode ; they merely burn with a 
bright flash of light. When we prepare 
gun cotton before a -class in chemistry 
we frequently placo a look of it on ■ 
atudent's hand and flre it to show how 
quiokly it burns ; for he scarcely feels 
it. This is one of the trivial teste of its 
good quality. Another is to place the 
gun-cotton on gunpowder, then apply s 
light. If it fails to ignite the powder it 
is the explosivo variety; if it sets fire to 
the powder it is inferior in character. 
Photographers' gun-cotton, whioh is sol- 
uble in alcohol and ether, and is used 
for making collodion, will burn slower. 
If placed on gunpowder it will ignite it. 
Inclose the explosive varioty of gua 
ootton in a stout receptacle Now fire 
it, and it will exhibit three times tin 
force of gunpowder. 

If Superintendent Walling will fill a 
teaspoon with nitro- glycerine and apply 
to it a lighted match, he will find thai 
the nitro-glyoerino will quietly and 
slowly burn, with a green-colored flame, 
because it is only subjeoted to the press ■ 
uro of tho air. But if ho places this 
amount of nitro-glycerino in a closed 
vessel and fires it, I would advise him te 
remain at a respectful distance from it. 

I have placed a fluid ounce of Ditro. 
glict rine in a metal cup, connected with 
ono pole of a galvanic battery, and, on 
applying the opposite pole of tho bat. 
terv to said liquid. I have shown before 
a rt.Mi.iU class that tlw uiur-giycei'iu* 
burns tardily and without noise. With 
said battery I had previously fused and 
volatilized platinum, iridium and other 
refractory motels to demonstrate the in 
tensity of the heaU Yet, if a siiifli 
drop of nitro-glycerlne is placed on a 
smooth surface andstrnck a sudden bkw 
tho explosion is (tunning to tho oar. The 
same law applies te giant powder, dyna. 
mite, rend rook and other terrific ex -

DRUfKISa WATSB. 

No sensible person need bo told thot 
puro water is as essential to good health 
a« pure air, and we can not bo too care- 
ful of that part of this most necessary 
article of domestio economy to be used 
;n cookinp and for drinking. Water has 
an immense absorbing capacity, and the 
colder it is the greater tho facility with 
which it takes up impure gases. An 
open vessel of water will render the air 
of a room purer, but tho water itself 
will, in a few hours, be rendered totally 
unfit for use by reason of the fact that 
most all tho carbonic-acid gas and am- 
monia, tho result of respired gases, is 
taken up by it. Honce, water for cook- 
ing or drinking should, if kept inside, 
be in tightly-covered vessels. Whoro 
woll or cistern water is used the bettor 
plan is to keep the drinking pail on the 
outside. 

Certain it is th it no prudent house- 
wife, knowing these facts, will use water 
that has stood uncovered, for any length 
of time, in an occupied room. When 
studying cleanliness and ventilation do 
not forgot the important adjunct to com- 
fort and health—pure water. 



tOBOUXX Of SIATTKn. 

That granite is porous is Bhown by 
placing a piece of it in a vesBel of water 
under the receiver of an air-pump and 
removing the air. Little bubbles will 
soon be seen rising through the water. 
These bubbles aro tho air contained iu 
tho inviiiblo iioics of tho granite. A 
piece of iron is made smaller by ham- 
mering. This proves its porosity. Its 
particles could not be brought into 
closer contact if there were no intersti- 
ces between tltem. An experiment per- 
formed some years ago at Florence, 
Italy, to ascertain whether water could 
be compressed, proved that gold is 
porous. A violent pressure was brought 
to bear on a hollow sphere of gold filled 
with water. The water made its way 
through the gold and appeared on the 
outside of the sphere. Water will thus 
pass through pores not more than one- 
half of tho millionth of on inch in diam- 
eter.

Gold coins of all denominations aro 
legal tender for any amount. So aro 
silver dollars, except tho trade dollar, 
which, though seven and a half grains 
heavier than tho standard dollar, in not 
legal tender for any amount. Halves, 
quarters and dinns aro legal tender to 
the amount of 810. Twenty-cent pieces, 
half-dimes and silver 3-cout pieces are 
legal tender for amounts not oxcecding 
i5. Nickel and copper coin from 1 cent 
np to 5 are legal tender only to tho 
amount of 25 cents. A gold dollar 
weighs tweuty-ttvo and eight-tenths 
grains, and it will tako about 223 gold 
dollars to weigh a pound When a gold 
win is reduced in weight by use or 
otherwise moro than lj per cent,, or is 
In any way mutilated, it is no longer 
legal tender, and will only bo roceived 
at the mint for its value iu bullion. 
When gold coin is presented for pay- 
ment at the sub-treasury it is carefully 
inspected, and if found below the re- 
quired weight it is stamped with the 
word "Light" and returned to tho de- 
positor. If he has been careful to note 
erf whom he received it he may recover 
the amount for which ho acoepted it, or 
he may send it to tho mint, which will 
return him whatever it is worth for re- 
coinage. 

The standard dollars weigh each 412. ( 
(rains, which is about 71 j pouu.ls for 
the weight of 81,00a The weight of 
11,000 in gold is 4J pounds. One hun- 
dred dollars in gold weighs the same as 
150 now $1 greenbacks. Greenbacks 
tt a larger denomination aro a little 
heavier. 

Silver is abomt fifteen and a half times 
M heavy as gold, and about twenty-eight 
and a tliird times as bulky in proportion 
to its value; or, in other words, a dollar's 
worth of silver is a little more than 
twenty-eight times larger thou a dollar's 
worth of gold. 

Our gold coins contain 900 parts of 
pure gold and 100 ports of alloy; tho 
silver coin 900 ports of silver and 100 
parts of alloy. The 5 and 3 oent nickel 
coins are one-fourth nickel and three- 
fourths copper. Tho toiall cent is 95 
parts copper and 5 parte tin and zinc. 

It is estimated that the gold dollar is 
•sed by 80,000,000 of people; the Brit- 
ish sovereign by 85,000,000; the French 
frano by 77,000,000; the silver dollar of 
all countries by about 502,000,000.— 
Boston Traveller.

A FBUB-VIUKBU is tilt) latest invention. 
It is simply u ring or collar of sheet 
metal four or live inches high mid the 
same in diameter, with the up]>cr por- 
tion formed into half a dozen points like 
a crown, each point being covered with 
an indiambber disk or shield to prevent 
the fruit from injury by contact A 
socket in the side receives a light pole ol 
any required length, and from the liot- 
torn of the ring or crown extends a light 
hoso of cotton drilling, or other lijjht 
material, to couvey the fruit down to the 
hand of tho opcrurtor, or into a basket, 
wagon, or wherever desired. Standing 
on the ground the operator reaches fot 
tho fruit, the iminto of the crown passing 
on each side of tho stem, aud a light up- 
ward shove easily detaches tho fruit, and 
it drops down through the crown and 
hoso. Tho operator can hold the polo iu 
one hand and the hoso in tho other, or 
the hoso can be hooked to a small, mov- 
able bracket placed on tho jHile for that 
purpose, thus allowing of handling the 
pole with both hands, or an assistant con 
manage the hose.
